The Doctors’ Builetin and Talk, as 
Usual, Hopeful and Rose- 
Colored.

WASHINGTON, August 8.—Anxiety was re- 
newed at the condition of the President yes- 
terday. At noon his pulse had run up to 104, 
and the temperature above 100. It continued 
to fluctuate al) the afternoon, and at 7 o’clock 
the pulse stood at 104, and the temperature 
reached =101.2. This unfavorable change 
cannot be attributed to high tem- 
perature without, for the day had been 
much cooler and there was « shower during 
tne afternoon. Dr. Bliss cannot account for 
the febrile rise except asa continuance of 
curgical fever,which should have abated. The 
discharge of pus was sufficient in quantity 
and quality, bowever, and there is little 
reason to suppose that an abscess is forming. 
There will be no attemptto cut for the ball 
unless an abscess shoudd be apparent. At 
11:15 last nicht the President was sleeping 
quietly without morphine and his pulse stood 
at 76. The doctors have become very reti- 
cent again concertAng the gravity of the «ase, 
altbough they sav that there is no cause for 
siarm. The President continues to eat well, 
although Le does not pine for food. Grave 
fuxiety isfelt, and this relapse has caused 
wuech apprehension.

EXECUTIVE MANSION, August 8 10:30 4, 
M.—It having become necessary to make a 
further opening to facilitate the escape of 
pus, we took advantage of the improved con- 
dition of the President this morning. Short- 
ly after the morning bulletin was issued he 
was etherized. The incision extended down- 
wardand forward, anda counter opening 
was made into the track of the ball below the 
margin of the twelfth rib, which it is believ- 
ed will effect the desired object. He bore 
the operation bravely. He has now recovered 
from the effects of the etherization, and is in 
excelient condition.

EXECUTIVE MANSION, August 8, 1 P. M.— 
The necessity for the operation which was 
performed upon the President this morning 
became apparent to the surgeons yesterday, 
when they found that a drainage tube of the 
size hitherto used could not longer be passed 
along the track of the ball between the ribs. 
The process of granulation had gone on so far 
as to partially close the orifice and Jribs 
and prevented the pushing aside of the flesh 
which was healing between them enough so 
thatthe tube could be introduced. The re- 
sult of this state of things was that /pus 
formed in the deeper parts of the jwound 
rather faster than it could escape through 
the half o‘’structed opening between the 
ribs, and its gradual accumulation began to 
cause disturbance. It was therefore decided 
to make a new opening into 
the track of the ball below 
the last rib, sothat the ribs should no longer 
prevent the keeping open of 
wound by the solid backing which they af- 
forded to the granulating flesh between them, 
The operation was performed at the request 
of the other surgeons by Dr. Agnew. As soon 
as the patient had been put under the influ- 
ence of ether,a long and slightly curved ins'ru- 
ment was introduced into the wound, pushed 
hetween the ribs and carried downward 
along the track of the bullet until its end 
could be felt below the last rib from the oul- 
tide. Holding this instrument in the wound 
asa guide, Dr. Agnew then made a counter 
incision below the twelfth rib, cutting direct- 
ly through the integument until his knife 
met the end of the first mentioned instru- 
ment at the point where he wished 
to intersect the track of the 
bail. The operation was not a 
dificult or dangerous one and the patient

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bore both it and the etherization extremely 
well. There is now an opening to the deeper 
parts of the wound which does not pass be- 
tween the ribs and which can always be kept 
free and unobstructed,and no furtber trouble 
from an accumulation of pus is anticipated. 
Since the operation the President rested qui- 
etiyandis now asleep. His pulse at this 
bour is 100 and he has neither fever nor otber 
unfavorable symptoms. 


As Well as Can be Hoped. 

WASHINGTON, August 8.—The following 
bas been sent to Lowell, Minister at London: 

During the past three days the President 
has periodically experienced a rise of tem- 
perature, indicating another obstruction to 
the flow of pus. A surgical operation was 
performed at 9 o’clock this morning by Dr. 
Agnew, assisted by all the surgeons in attend- 
ance, by which a free communication between 
the pus cavities and the surface of the body 
bas been effectually established. The opera- 
tion was performed under the influence of 
ether, The President endured it well, and at 
this hour, ba!f-past ten, is doing as well as 
could be hoped.

Not Entirely Satisfactory. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 8.—All the 
physicians were at the White House before 
S o’clock, somewhat earlier than usual. The 
morning bulletin shows a slight improvement 
over vesterday, and the general symptoms 
are encouraging but not entirely satisfactory. 

Yesterday’s preparations for some opera- 
tion are, itis believed, to be made use of. 
The doctors remained in close consultation 
until 10 o’clock, at Which hour no news was 
received from the sick-room except bulletins, 
The use to which yesterday’s preparation 
had been put was apparent soon 
after 10  o’eclock. When Blaine came 
from the doctors’ room he was asked what 
was going on inside and replied that an ex- 
tra bulletin was soon to be issued with full 
particulars. It was at once thought that the 
ball had been cut out, but such proved not to 
be the case. Whenthe bulletin was issued 
it was discuvered an operation had been per- 
formed. itseems the physicians agreed that 
the increased temperature was due to the 
tardy flow of pus. Of course whenever the 
wound was dressed the flow appeared all 
right, but indications were that the flow was 
not steady, as shown by the impaired tem- 
verature each night after thetube had been 
thoroughly cleaned. Hence the suspicion 
that an improved aperture was needed. 

THE OPERATION. 

To this end such an aperture was made this 
morning The President was informed that 
the operation Was necessary and thatit was 
deemed best to place him under thein- 
fluence of ether. lle made no 
objection. Dr. Bliss used the 
knife, while Dr Agnew assisted, 
holding open the wound and directing the 
incision. The start was made at the mouth of 
theincision of two weeks ago. A new cut 
was made in a downward direction and in- 
in size, so that the channel 
is now below the twelfth rib instead of 
above it. Bvythis meansthe old wound chan- 
nel andthe region above the battered rib have 
a free chance to heal up, being now entirely 
separated from the pus channej. The Presi- 
dent speedily recovered from the effects of 
the ether end asked Bliss what had been done. 
The doctors told him and he expressed 
himself as well satisfied. He remained come 
fortable after the operation and at 11:30 was 
deing nicely. The physicians expect 
this operation will have met 
the recent trouble, but a close watch will be 
kept on itsissue. Dr. Hamilton will proba- 
bly return to New York this evening. Prof. 
Taintor was on hand with his battery for 
testing the electric probes this morning, but 
it was deemed unnecessary to experiment.

The Doctors Think All is Lovely. 

WASHINGTON, August 8.—Besides putting 
the President under the influence of ether 
the rigor line was used to deaden the spot 
where the knife was inserted. The 
President early recovered from the effects of 
the ether and the surgeons speak hopefully 
of the good effect ofthe operation. At noon 
the Western Associated Press agent saw Dr. 
Bliss, who said: ‘*We are well satisfied with 
the President’s present condition and pros- 
pects.” Dr. Bliss said: ‘*‘WhenI left the 
President a few moments ago he was sleep- 
ing. He had entirely recovered from the ef- 
fects of the etherization «end was 
resting calmly. You see the 
first incision was above the twelfth rib, and 
the pus, instead of flowing directly, accumu- 
lated inacavity. Now, this morning we cut 
in not very deep, soas to bring about acon- 
tinual flow of pus. There is no reason in the 
world for any uneasiness. The President is 
doing well. This operation is one of the 
necessary incidents of the case. The President 
will be much better, I think, to-night than he 
has been any evening yet. We are entirely 
satisfied with his condition. We decided not 
to vive him any nourishment until this after- 


noon.” 
DR. REYBURN 


said the President was doing well and that 
instead of anybody feeling unezsy about the 
operation, it was a cause for more 
hope, as it will help the case. 
Drs. Bliss and Reyburn both said that the 
increase in fever in the evenings had been due 
to accumulations of pus and that they were 
satisfied this operation would relieve that 
and reduce the fever. 

Dre. Hamilton and Agnew will remain here 
until to-mgbt anyhow. Gen. Swain left the 
President’s side at hali-past 1 o’clock. He 
said the President was enjoying refreshing 
sleep, and that the operation was not more 
than pulling a tooth; that it would no doubt 
show a good effect immediately.

Prohibition in Kansas. 

OSAGE CITY, KAs., August 8.—Gov. John 
P. St. John addressed a large and enthusiast- 
ic meeting in this city last night. The 
churches of the city held no evening servizes, 
and citizens came from ten tothirty miles to 
listen to him upon the enforcement of 
the probibition law. Howe’s  Opera- 
house was crowded to its ut- 
most capacity, hundreds being unable to 
obtain entrance. Gov. St. John placed the 
right of the people to pass a prohibiting law 
upon the broad principles of the Declaration 
of Independence and the State Constitution. 
He gavg a clear and succinct history of the 
measure, showing that it received the sanc- 
tion of the people at the polls, the indorse- 
ment of the Legistature in the 
enactment of a stringent law, and 
that the amendment and the law 
had the unanimous support of the Supreme 
Court of the State asto its validity and con- 
stitutionality. The Governor presented many 
facts and statistics to show that the op- 
ponents of the law had exaggerated the oppo- 
sition to its enforcement and spread abroad 
many false statements as to the effect the law 
was having upon the growth and prosperity 
of the State. He emphatically claims that 
the people of Kansas will not repeal this law, 
but intend to see it fully and fairly enforced, 
and that it was to-day throughout the State, 
outside of three or four cities, as much re- 
spected as any other portion of the penal 
code. The entire address was listened to 
with the closest attention and frequently ap- 
plauded. <A stenographic report of the Gov- 
ernor’s address will appear in the Osage City 
Free Press.

He filled out three 
checks on the Continental Bank of $5,000 
each, got one cashed at the bank. On oneof 
the others he gota letter of credit on the 
banking house of Brown Bros., 
London, and the other on 
Drexel], Morgan & Co., letters negotiable in 
any part of the world where first class bank- 
ing houses exist. The firm had been in the 
habit of leaving three or four signed checks 
in ‘bank stubs, Which were filled out 
by persons authorized to sign the checks, 
but the restof the check was left blank to 
be filled by the clerk in charge. Wheelock 
filed out these checks to suit 


his pleasure, and after taking $40,000 in se- 
curities Jeit for parts unknown. It is sup- 
posed be sailed on an outgoing steamer Sat- 
urday. 


SPOTTED TAIL. 


The Kind of Argument He Used with 
Rebellious Indians. 


CHICAGO, August 8.—Major A. S. Burt, of 
the U. S. Army, now stationed here, in anin- 
teresting interview gives some points about 
Spotted Tail which may account for his 
death at Red Bud Agency. He was a great 
friend of the whites, partly because 
he was wise enough to know that hostility 
toward them only injured the Indians and 
was hopeless. He wasaman of iron will 
and enforced implicit and unquestioning 
obedience to hiscommands. It was his cus- 
tom to step into the street with a 
Winchester rifie ind notify any recalcitrant 
or wavering sub-chief that theeye of the 
Great Spirit was on him, and that unless he 
obeyed the commands of his chief he would 
probably be at once transferred to a 
happier world. The argument was 
always potent, for Spotted Tail 
was known to bea man of his word. The 
Government made him chief of the police in 
their employ. Maj. Burt knew nothing of 
Crow Dog, but presumed that he may have 
been chosen. by the agent of Red bud 
agency to the position which “Old 
Spot” had so long filled, and this may have 
excited animosity and brouzht about a per- 
sonal conflict.

HEATED NEW YORK. 


A Boston Woman in the Metropolis— 
How a Day is Speut. 
®pecia! Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. NICHOLAS HuTEL, New YorK, August 
4, 1881.—I’ve just discovered the reason why 
it alwavs seem» eo muco hotter of a summer’s 
dayin New York thin [ found it to bein 


Rome or Naples when I was there a year ago. 
In those cfties of Southern [taly, the people 
realize and admit the fact that theirs isa 
warm climate, and, with their sensible and 
reasonable love of ease and comfort, they ar- 
range their lives accordingly. The houses are 
built to Keep out the heat—which they very 
effectually do, in winter as well as summer, 
to the great discomfort and expense of those 
foreigners visiting there who insist upon 
beating up their damp, chilly apartments by 
making bonfires of the costly little fagots 
which are their only fuel, but which we 
sbculd regard as kindiing-wood. However, 
in warm weather these thick stone walls, 
and deep, darkened windows, and great, airy, 
001 salons and chambers are a positive luxury. 
Butit is not so much this, for after all, the 
Hotel Costanzi in Rome, with its beautifully 
cool elevated location, and the Grande Hote] 
des Etrangers in Naples, between which and 
the glorious breezes of the lovely Way of 
Naples only a broad drive-way intervenes,are 
not better arranged to secure delicious cool- 
ness and comfort than 18 this very New York 
hotel from which I am writing. 

No, the difference lies not in the houses, 
nor in the thermometers,which register very 
nearly alike in New York and in Rome, but 
in the habits ofthe peoples of the two coun- 
tries. In Rome,the stores are opened and 
all business and work begins early in 
the cool of the morning. But at noon 
promptly all work was suspended, all stores 
closed, the streets were as empty as at mid- 
nigbt, and everybody was athcme eatinga 


siignt midday meal andthen taking a deli- 
cious siesta in darkened rooms until about 2 
or half past, when the city would lanzuid!y 
wake again and the soft,dreamy life and cure- 
less gaiety of the modern Romans, whether 
native-born or colonized from the younger 
and more impetuous countries, began again 
and continued into the starry brilliant Italian 
evening. We Tourjeans were cautioned not 
to put our heads out of doors between the 
hours of l12Zand2unless we wanted « sun- 
¢troke and the Roman fever. Moreover,the 
stores being closed, we women were per 
force deprived of the chance of exercising our 
natural love and instinct of shopping. So 
we obeyed orders, and one of the 
pleasant memories of Europe which 
{ bave 1s of those lovely noon hours spent in 
my great, cool room in Bome, across the way 
from which came often the sound of the tife 
as soldiers m:trched inexplicab!v about the 
old fortress, once a palace, opposite my wian- 
dow; and in my room at Naples, lookinz out 
upon the biue, blue bay, lounging back on the 
luxurious seats, reading novels and eating 
the fresh fruits just purchased from some 
*brieking street-vendor for a copper coin. 
Well-a-day; that’s just where the Tourjeans 
of ’81 are now, in Rome or Naples—and pos- 
itively 1 envy them, especially as the good 
Doctor is along with them in person 'o act as 
shepherd to the flock,for we, alas! were 
n snepnerdless set of wanderiog 
sheep last year, and we didn’t always “har- 
monize with our environment,’ or 
with jesch other _ either. They are 
having a jolly time this season, so writes ny 
friend who is “‘along,”’ and her letters harp 
constantly on two themes—tirst, the **so glad 
Icame,” and second, ‘‘so sorry you didn’t 
come too.’’ And, by the wav, I must tell 
vou what she wrote me concerning the scene 
inthe breakfast-room of the Grand Midland 
Hotei, London, on that Sunday morning in 
July when the news came that our Presi- 
dent, wounded the dav before, was sinking. 
“Tbe dispatch was read by a well-known Bos- 
ton editor to the assembled party of a hun- 
dred and fifty loval Americans. As expres- 
sions of genuine sorrow and symopathy, in- 
dignation and terror issued from every

Weil, it 
is the skyward appearance of Broadway—|l 
say shywarid because you can scarcely see the 
blue ether at allas you turn your gaze up- 
wards throuch the maze of wires—telephone 
and telegraph—which roof inthe street, look- 
ing exactly as if some wigantic spider had spun 
its Web across and across from the housetops 
and chimneys, at all strange and whimsical 
angles, meaning to catch the souls that seek 
to fly upwards when released from their mor- 
tal bodies and to hold them down forever to 
haunt the scenes of their earthly wanderings. 
The streets down town are strangely 
erowded, but with men only. Secarcely a 
woman is to be seen for blocks, unless it be a 
fruit vendor. Men, men, men, till one won- 
ders what in creation so many were ever 
made for—especially since they are so given 
to staring at a Woman if she does venture out 
amongthem. Ifthere ever was danger of my 
being “stared out of countenance,’’ the time 
was this morning and the place Lower Broad- 
way.

Everybody eise 
wants to go by that especial route as well as 
yourself, and thisisa free country. (You 
may know from the highly misanthropic 
tone of this that when I went 
this morning to secure a_ state-room 
for to-morrow night’s return I found there 
was not one to be had. so I must trust to 
luck again, as so often before,that somebody 
may give up a room atthe last moment and 
that I may getit.)

In Paris all the asters are washed every 
morning by the public contractors aided by 
the householders. The refuse of the residences 
and of the streets is not on'y carried off by 
the public carts, but the servants of the dif- 
ferent residences are all forced to aid them, 
and hy the time that business. be- 
gins the city is as clean as Philadelphia is 
dirty.

BABIES IN AUGUST. 


Something About the Care of Infants 
During a Trying Month. 
. From the Philadelphia Times. 


| “In neglecting to instruct girls inthe mani- 


fold duties of mothers a serious wrong is 
committed against babies. From infancy a 
girlistrained to become an accomplished 
member of society. Table manners are in- 
culcated even before the little one can talk; 
then with learning her letters commences the 
iterary education, which extends through 
mavy years and courses. The accomplish- 
ments demand attention, and housekeeping 
too must be looked into, but never a thouzht 
is given to the fact that the girl may become 
a mother, andsbeis sllowed to assume the 
most fearful responsibility without evea the 
slightest mnsteuction, and a human life is put 
into ber keeping with only intuitions for her 
guides and mother-love for her aid tosuc- 
cess. 

A girl’s powers of observance are of great 
benefit to her when she happens to be in a 
family blessed with babies, but an only child 
is debarred from the knowledge to be thus 
gained; snd sgain, even girls brought up in 
the migst of children neglect to avail them- 
selycs of such opportunities, and marry as 
ignorant as if they had been raised ina wil- 
derness. 

The establishment of a school for training 
mothers bas been suggested. There are 
bundreds of poor mothers who would be most 
thankful to haye their babies well cared for 
tn such an institution, and a year, or even six 
months’ training for a young girl, Where wise 
instruction in the daily care is iilustrated by 
test, will be of inestimable value, giving as it 
will an insigbt into the responsibilities of 
mothers, and hints how best they may be 
met. 

August is a trying month to children from 
six montbs to two vears of age, particularly 
if they are allowed to eat any and everything, 
and very few mothers know exactly bow to 
eare for children in the most comfortable 
manner during the summer so'stive. First 
of all, each morning and afternoon they 
should be as much as possible in the open unir, 
either riding or walking. 

Daily baths are necessities, and the wiping 
off of face andi hands with wet, cool cloths 
often iswost refreshing. If the child is any 
way chubby great care must be taken to pre- 
vent chafing... The creases must be carefully 
washed, dried ana dusted with infant powder 
or corn starcb, but be particular to wipe off 

every particle of the powder except the very 
fine dust, that is so thinly spread that it can 
pot cake. Ignorans nurses and gnothers 
cause very much suffering by leaving 
large quantit es of the powder in 
damp creases, Which becomes as effective as 
a caked bread poultice, drawing and scraping 
the tender skin. Too much grease, even 
mutton suet, serves to make skin tender. 
Still, in some cases a little ointment can be 
used to advantage. However, when a child 
is chafeda teaspoonof sweet cream, put on 
after the part ba~ been bathed in weak borax 
water, will heal the place in a few hours. Bo- 
rax water is aleo splendid to wash out the 
little one’s mouth with, and a teaspoonful in 
a bathtub will make the skin pure and hea!lth- 
ful. 

It ought not to be imagined that a few nurses 
and mothers should be counseled about giving 
babies newspapers and Japanese fans to play 
with. Nevertheless a case has recently come 
under observation where a mother allow- 
ed her child to put inky papers ana painted 
fans in its mouth toits greatinjury. A small 
child is rarely restless and fretful without 
cause, and should never be punished until 
itis old enough toexplain the nature of its 
discomfort orcan understand why itis cen- 
sured. 

The matter of diet is difficult to regulate on 
paper. Even when babies nurse there is 
often reason why they should require other 
food besides mother’s milk. Good sweet 
milk cannot always be procured in the city, 
and condensed milk is a most excellent sub- 
stitute, if used in judicious proportions. The 
young motber who gave her cnild three full 
teaspoons ofthe rich milk dissolved in one 
small cup of hot water aud then wondered 
why the sweet stuff made bay sick, even 
after the physician had instructed her to use 
one teaspoonful to the cup of water, is a fair 
sample of inexperienced recklessness. 

The superior.ty of condensed milk is in the 
fact that it does not grow sour and ii can be 
freshly prepared wherever necessary. How- 
ever, it is always best to keep the can or tum- 
biers containing it in a cool place. 

Taking care of bott'es requires much time, 
as thev should be cleaned thoroughly often, 
and after using—no dropof milk should be 
left in either bottle or furnishings to become 
sour—as an impure bottle will surely create 
illness. Therubber nipples without tubes or 
pipes are best, but if the glass and rubber 
fixtures are used they should be washed at 
least once a day with soap and brush and 
rinsed every time theyare used. Bv the time 
a baby is six months old it can be taught to 
drink from acup, and this will give much 
less trouble and be better for the child. Cool 
drinks, rice or barley water, with a little 
sugar, may be given often, andifthe bowels 
are disordered toast Water is good. A little 
water every once in a while is eagerly taken 
in the Warm (avs. 

The matter of giving other food must b2 
regulated by experimental tests, fur what 
Wwi!l nourish one child is poison to anotier, 
and besides one soon learns that these mites 
bave decided likes and dislikes in their diet, 
and will turn in disgust awav from something 
prepared for them and eat with relish of an- 
other dish, not atall the food we imagined they 
would like. 

Beef tea with a little rice boiled in it is 
liked by some balies, while others prefer the 
tea clear—that is, without rice and only sea- 
soned with salt. Some children are fond of 
soda crackers in it, while others like toast or 
piuin bread. Boiled eggs urein favor with 
some, and others will not eat them, nor do 
they like ege custard or anything with egz in 
it, andso on are the strange fancies as we vo 
through the variety of summer foods, such as 
white wheat, crushed oats and furina, 

ven in the heat of summer it is well to 
keep gauze flannel shirts and skirts on babies, 
for flannel next to the skin wil! prevent easily 
taking cold. The white skirt may be entirely 
discarded except forthe dress, and over the 
flennel comes the little slip of high-necked 
and long-siceved dress. A few flannel sac ques 
or a woolen dress srould be always at band 
for morning and evening wear or for eool 
days, andawoolen wrap must be provided 
for excursions or long rides. 

Never allow a banv to sleep or sitina 
draught, and, above all, be sure totruain it 
with regular hours for eating and sleeping, 
not forgetting the wise old maxim:

MILK DIET. 


A Most Valuable Aliment—How It May 
Be Used. 
From the New Yurk Herald. 

An English physician, Dr. Duckworth, of 
the Royal College of Physicians, has recently 
put torth an important paperin the Practi- 
tioner on the insufficient use of milk as a diet 
and shows the serious effect of the neglect of 
this indispensable nutrient - on national 
health. His oe is most timely in an age 
when so mapy artificial viands tend to destroy 
the appetite for nature’ssimple and normal 
food supply. An eminent physiologist has 
pointed out that while ‘‘ajl other matters 
appropriated by animals as food exist for 
themselves or for the use of the vegetable or 
animal of which they form a con- 
stituent part, milk is designed 
and prepared by nature expressly 
as ood and is the only ma- 
terial throughout the range of organization 
that is so prepared.” Pure milk in sutficient 
quantity is as necessary for the body as pure 
air, but, as Dr. Buckworth shows, its use 
even among those who can afford to buy it 
has so decreased even in the rural districts of 
Great Britain as teamount almost toa milk 
starvation. The minimum quantity required 
for the preservation of health, he calculates, 
is five quarts per diem to a family of ten, and 
not less thana quart daily to each child. 
‘*If this. or anything approaching this, were 
the rule instead of the exception,” he is con- 
fidcnt that the disease of ‘“‘rickets, in its 
manifold phases, would be completely ban- 
ished from this country, anda much higher 
standard of heaith and robustne:s would un« 
questionably prevail,”’ 

If this conclusion holds at all true for Great 
Britain it will hold much more sofor the 
United States. The humidity of the British 
Isles insures a comparatively equable climate, 
which makes few heavy drains on the hu- 
man system, while in America, especially in 
the West and Northwest, the ceaseless and 
extreme alternations of temperature and the 
aridity of the atmosphere, which induces 
great waste of the body by evapora- 
tion, make heavy demands upon its 
store of energy. That store can only be 
kept up by good nutrition, which milk, com- 
bining, as it does, the four great staminal 
principles of human aliment, is so admirabiy 
fittedtosupply. The prejudice which some 
entertain against it, or the fancy that it dis- 
agrees With them, may be removed in many 
cases by adding to the milk a little carbonate 
of soda or of lime water, which will enhance 
its digestibility, and when drunk for health 
purposes in large quantities it is rectified by 
adding a little pepsin. There can be no ques- 
tion that a large number of men and women, 
inclined to strumous and scrofulous habit, 
anwmia, catarrh and consumption would be 
saved from premature decrepitude or wasting 
disease by resorting to a generous milk diet. 
The increasing amount of food adultera- 
tion, through the multiplication of glucose 
and oleomargarine factories, ought to have 
the effect of popularizing a dietetic article 
which nature has provided an«d which cannot 
be tampered with without exposing the 
fraud toeasy detection. Bone and sinew 
will not make a nation, but the grave nu- 
tritional loss growing out of the disuse of 
this elementary article of food will ultimately 
make a hardy race a nation of dwarfs, and it 
is well known that the hardiest race on the 
globe, the Kirghiz of Central Asia, under the 
most terrible climatic extremes, have little

MACHINE-MADE ELECTRICITY. 


{ts Test in the Western Union Maina Of- 
fice for Telegraph Purposes. 
From the New York Sun, 6th. 


The subftitution of dynamo-electric ma- 
chines by the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany inits New York main office for the 
chemical batteries has given such good satis- 
faction thatthe mostof the old batteries, 
thongh still in place, have been cleaned up. 
None of these batteries have been in use for 
several months, except for short wires inside 
of the city. The lastof the wires radiating 
from New York tobe operated by machine- 
made electricity were the quadruplex lines, 
the longest of which are to New Orleans and 
to North Sidney, in Cape Breton, the term- 
inus of the Anglo-American cable. The use 
of the machines, although there is little doubt 
it will be continued, is yet declared to be only 
in its experimental stages. 

All the electricity used on lines running 
out of New Yerk comes from two bunks of 
machines, each bank run by a smal! engine of 
about ten-horse power. There are tive ma- 
chines in each bank. One of the five machines 
merely furnishes electricity to convert the 
bent soft iron bars of the other four machines 
into magneis, so that, in fact, each bank has 
onlv four machines for the distribution of 
ele see ag | to the company’s wires. Each ma- 
chineis the samein principle as those used 
for producing electric lights, that ts to say, a 
bobbin wound from end toend with insulated 
wire is made to revolve near a magnet. A 
current is thus formed in the wire wound 
about tbe magnet. Inone of the banks of 
the machines the bobbios areturned one way, 
vreducing pesitive electricity, and in the 
other bank they are turned the other way to 
producé negative electricity. Both kind are 


required to meet the requiremeuts of differ- | 


ent oflices. 

The power of electricity to perform teie- 
graphic work is called its potential, and the 
potential is reckoned in volts. The company 
vets from the first machine inthe bank a 
potential of about seventy volts, that is to say, 
the equivalens’bof seventy cups of the Co!laud 
battery formerly in use for main tines. A 
wire leads from this machine to convey elec- 
tricity to those lines that require only seventy 
volts to operatethem. There is a connection 
between the armature of the first machine 
and that of the second, at the further end of 
which a second wire leads to the switchboard. 
Its potential is about 140 volts, and it sup- 
plies lines requiring so much _ potential. 
There isan increase of potential in each 
machine, but itis not necessarily doubled 
each time, since the potential depends not 
only upon the rapidity with which the bobbin 
is geared to run, and the strength of the mazg- 
net, but on the amount of resistance. From 
the fourth machine is obtained a potential of 
about 340 volts, whichis used only on the 
ne New Orleans, and long quadruplex 
ines. 

In case eitber of the two banks mentioned 
needs repair a third bfnk, run by a separate 
engine, may be putin use to supply either 
positive or negative electricitv. First the 
new bank is setin motion and its electricity 
isput uponthe lines which carry a double 
supply for a moment until theother bank is 
stopped. The effect on the ‘ines is not no- 
ticeable, because, although the quantity of 
electricity is increased, the potential is the 
same,

TWO MURDERS. 


Man Shot on the Lady Lee—Another 
Killed on the Mattie Belle. 


Last Friday another murder occurred on 
board the steamer Lady Lee, this time the 
victim being Charlie Reeves, captain of the 
watch onthe boat. Less than three weeks 
before Antoine Valle, who occupied the same 
position and same hammock, was shot while 
the Lady Lee lay at her moorings at this city. 
Geo. Lewis, who shot Reeves, was a hard 
character, and Reeves was considered a dan- 
gerous man. Both men were sitting at break- 


fast on Friday morning, when a quarrel 
arose. Then without the least warning Lewis 
drew his revolver and shot Reeves 
inthe left temp.e, and while his victim lay 
in his death avonies before him he quietly 
finished his breakfast. lewis was told as the 
boatapproached Boonville that he would be 
handed over to the authorities, whereupon he 
coolly remarked that Lhe guessed he wouldn’t 
be arrested and jumpedinto the river. No 
effort was made to rescue him, and he was 
not seen again after he ftirstsank. The body 
of Reeves was ouried about a mile below Jef- 
ierson, in the sand, on the bank of the river. 
No inquest was held and no official was noti- 
lied. The shooting occurred while the boat 
was near Arrow lLtock, in Saline county. 

Finn Selby was killed at Rowheport on last 
Friday by Anderson Johnson, a colored 
roustabout. “Mr. 8. A. Bell. engineer on the 
steamer Mattie Belle, on which boat both the 
murderer and his victim were employed, says 
that Johnson asked Selby for bis time and 
pay, but was told that he must first belp un- 
load some sacks at Rocheport. Johnson car- 
ried one sack ashore and then walked off. 
Selby called to him to come back, and as he 
returned he seized ~clby around the neck and 
thrust a common pocket knife Into his heart. 
The wounded man fell,ut, rising again, drew 
his revolver and beyvan shooting § at 
Jobneon, the fourth shot taxing effectin his 
leg. Johnson waa captured and incarcerated 
in the Boone County Jail at Columbia. Selby 
died almost instantly upon tiring the last shot 
at Johnson. An inyuest was beid, and the 
body of the murdered man Was buried at 
Redbepert. Deceased was very popular with 
the boatmen, who would have lynched John- 
son had he not found safety inthe hands of 
the authorities.

Drunkenness in Maine.

What struck me as the most remarkable 
was the large number of drunken individuals 
seen about the streets. In less than halfan 
hour, while waiting at the depot fora train 
to Portland, there were three drunken fights, 
and on thesame train was a sheriff taking a 
prisoner to Portland for attempting to kill a 
man Whiledrunk. Having always supposed 
from Neal Dow’s writings and other informa- 
tion that the prohibition law was strictly en- 
forced, | was not prepared for such asur- 
prise, and expressed my astonishment to the 
sheriff who had the prisoner, saying I had 
always supposed that the prohibition law was 
enforced in that State. ‘So it is,’’ said he; 
‘but still there are 132 places in the city of 
Portland where liquor can be obtained. 
The principal way that the bummers 
evade the officers and the law is to get a pre- 
sciiption from some disreputable physician, 
and thus they get a pint ora quart where they 
would have bought but asingle drink were 
the license law in force instead of the prohi- 
bition law. Some living near the border of 
the neigb»oring States slip over and get their 
jugs filled, and keep the liquor inthe house 
alitbe time. In this way there is as much, if 
not more, drunkenness than there was before 
the law took effect. Shouid the State enact a 
stringent liquor law, the same as is enforced 
in Michigan, the State would be richer by 
thousands of dollars and there would be no 
more drunkenness than now, because the 
bummers will have the liquor any way, 
and when they buy it in such quan- 
tities 5 | the ttle it does much more 
harm. I know whatIam talking about, be- 
cause lam an officer here and surrest these 
Sis drivkers frequently. ’?’He had hardly 
stopped talking, when his ideas were given a 
terrible emphasis by the engine of our train 
etriking and killing a poor drunken farm la- 
borer, who was staggering home along the 
railroad track. The train stopped, and, on 
searching his pockets, a quart flask of poor 
whisky was found. His mangled body wss 
put on board of the cars and conveyed to the 
next station, a emal) village, where his wife 
and sister awaited him. lanever wish to see 
again the anguish and sorrow which his poor 
wife exhibited on seeing her husband’s crush- 
edform. At Portland next day I again saw 
the same sights, and in one afternoon saw 
more drunken persons about the streets than 
I bave ever seen in the streets of Chicago in 
the same length of time. And yet there was 
not ap open saloon in the city where you could 
go and buy a drink publicly. 


One of Pharaoh’s Plagues in Russia. 
From the London Spectator. 


Siberian plague, a disease believed to be 
the same as that which ‘raged in Evypt be- 
fore the exodus of the Israelites, and which 
the Book of Exodus describes as a ‘“‘grievous 
murrain,’’ and as *‘a boil breaking forth with 
blains upon man, and upon beast,” has begun 
to rage furiously in some of the provinces of 
the Russian empire; and there, too, it affec’s, 
not ohly horses and cattle, but also human 
beings. This plague is believed to be the 
same as that which is called by our veterinar- 
ies ‘‘anthrax,’’ or ‘‘s;lenic fever,” and some 
recent researches of Dr. Greenfield’s have 
shown a strong probab:lity that by vaccinating 
with a mild fori of the disease, protection 
agaipstany serious and fatal form canbe almost 
secured. Wepublish elsewhere a letter 
throwing doubt on the advantage of experi- 
ments of this kind on the effects of inocula- 
tion as a protection against disease, but we 
do not believe that our correspondent has 
looked into the evidence telling in favor of 
the value of Dr. Greenfield’s precautions 
uyainst Siberian plague. And assureily if 
that precaution bolds out anything like the 
same prospect of he!p which vaccination has 
yviven us against smali-pox,he would be a very 
poor friend to the lower animals who would 
forbid all experimentation in so hopefula 
fiedadl.

The condition of President GARFIELD is 
serious, if not critical. Another operation 
had to be performed this morning. What- 
ever to the contrary the physicians and o'ti- 
cial bulletins may say, it 1s our opinion that 
the President’s life is still in great danger. 

Those who accept the predictions of the 
President’s physicians and believe the hun- 
dred-times repeated tale of his certain re- 
covery should remember that evea great phy- 
sicians may deliberate'y conclude to tell 
white lies to save a mortally wounded patient, 
It is well understood that the  bulle- 
tins are watched and real by the President 
before they are given to the public. To 
preserve his sanguine spirit and hopeful dis- 
position, to keep him from despondency, to 
encourage bis will-power, is to aid him 
vitally in his struggle with death. Great 
hope end faith in his recovery on the part of 
the President may largely contribute to the 
chances of recovery itself. Thus we ex- 
plain the rose-colored “official” re- 
ports about the President. Under 
the circumstances the physicians 
are perfectly justilied in making the most of 
every straw of hope, even if it amounts to 
practical lying so faras the public is con- 
cerned. They are not treating the public, 
but the President. And the reports and bul- 
lectins are prepared more with a view to give 
hope and courage to the suffering patient 
than the real news to the public.

GRADES OF GRAIN.. 


The Argument Agniust Lowering Pre- 
seuted to the Directory. 


The Board of Directors of the Merchants" 
Exchange to-day considered the protest of 
the grain dealers opposed to the lowering of 
the grades of wheat. The meeting was 8 long 
one, and agreat deal of argument was heard. 
The three classes of wheat handlers, dealers, 
millers and exporters being duly represented 
in the board meeting, which they addressed 


in turn. The discussion*was turned in every 
porsible way, and every reason why the 
grades should not be lowered brought for- 
ward. Mr.J.C. Ewald of Fath, Ewald & 
Co., complained of the proposed lowering as 
tantamount to an interference with the ¥ al- 
idity of contracts. He brought forward the 
fact that he was long 250,000 bushels of 
No. 2 red which he had bought for 
country millers, and the board Mga 
proposed to give bim instead of the No. 2 
which he bad bought an article waoich ws 
really worth three cents a busbel less. He 
could not use this new No. 2 to fill his mill- 
ing orders hacause these miilers wanted a 
grade of which they could make into fancy 
branes of flour. and asthey were out of the 
jurisdiction of the St. Louts Merchants 
Exchange, and he could not force 
them to tuke the new No. 
2 instead of the wheat he 
had bought forthem. Mr. Ewald went on 
to say that the lowering of the grads woul 
meat a lossto him of at least $75,000. 

Mr. Louis Roth, one of the heaviest ex- 
porters on the floor, presented the exporting 
argument against the lowering. He 
said that over one-half the new 
wheat was already graded No. 2 
red, and proved this by a stament of receipts. 
Ile called attentionto the fact that the old 
vrade No. 2 could safely be shipped bys uil- 
ing vessel to Europe if it was not closely in- 
spected, but if it was let go dirty with cheap 
and other foreign matter init, it would ar- 
rive in bad condition even though seat by 
steamer. In other words, that the present 
No. 2red was the lowest safe exporting 
grade. He questions the wisdom of equaliz- 
ing our grades with those of Baltimore anc 
New York and pointed out that if exporters 
could not get cleaner grain in St. Louis than 
they could Eastthere was no reason why 
they should goto the risk and expense of a 
lopger journey for it to this port, Fle

JUDGES’ VALEDICTORY. 


The Scotland County Judges 
Out Their Jail Sentence. 


This morning Hon. E. E. Sparks, Hon. 
Ben. F. Bourne and Hon. Riley;Gales, the 
three Scotland County Judges. finished their 
sentence inthe St. Louis jail, and were re- 
leased. These gentlemen were sentenced to 
three months eachin the jail by the United 


States Circuit Court for contempt of court in 
refusing to levy a tax for the payment of 
bonds of Scotland county which the Judges 
claimed were illegal. The - 
reme Court at Jcfferson City 
ecided that the bonds were illegal but the 
United States Circuit Court held that they 
should be paid. The Judges of Scotland 
County Cvourt refused tolevy the tax and 
were accordingly sentenced tojail for three 
months each for contempt. The sentence 
expiredthis morning. Before leaving they 
sent the following letter to Jailer Rvan:

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THE FARMER’S BUDGET. 
How to Make Two Blades of Grass 
Grow 


Instead of One. 

Many farmers appear to entertain the idea 
that vegetation of any form|and kind is nearly 
valueless for fertilizing purposes that has not 
‘een fed to animals and passed through the 
organs of digestion. Some of them accord- 
ingly keepalarge number of very inferior 
animals chiefly for the purpose of making 
manure. Now there is the reverse of 
economy in this practice. Most ofthe sub- 
stance in the vegetable matter goes to repair 
waste in the animal system. Only a compara- 
‘tively small part of it, and that the poorest, 
is reguined inthe form of droppings. The 
‘vegetable matter is notimproved in composi. 
tion, though it is putin a condition to decay 

inashorter time. The cheapest, quickest 
and best way to use plants intended for fer- 
tilizing purposes is to plow them under when 
they have attained a large growth, but before 
their stalks have become very hard. In this 
condition they contain all the elements of 
fertiliity they ever possessed, and are so tender 
that they will rot very readily. Everything con- 
sidered, the commonredorthe mammoth red 
clover is the best crop to raise for fertilizing 
purposes. The roots penetrate the soil to long 
distances and bringto the surface a great 
amount of mineral matter, while the foliage 
shades the ground and the leaves appropriate 
ammonia from the atmosphere. 

Some soils, however, are not well aaapted 


to the growth of clover, and some farmers are 
notin a condition to purchase seed. It is 
also sometimes desirable to make use of 
green manure before a crop of clover can be 
raised. In these cases other crops may be 
substituted for clover to zood advantage. 
sometimes two or three crops may be raised 
and he pt under the same season. Rye is an 
excellentcrop to raise for manure, as it makes 
arapid growth, while it rots quickly when it 
is turned under. Buckwheat is another good 
crop. Excellent results have been reported 
from corn sown broadcast and turned under 
before the stalks are sufficiently large to 
render plowing difficult. It is practical to 
raise a crop of each of these vegetables on the 
same ground andtoplow them under the 
Same season. If the rye is sown the fall 
previous it will bein good condition to plow 
under earlyin May. The land can then be 
sown to backwheat, which will be large 
enough to be disposed of by the last of July 
or the Ist of August, when a crop of corn can 
be sown and be plowed under quite late in 
the fall. By following this course the ground 
will receive three dressings in the coures of 
rix months. CS cA 
CULTURE OF CURRANTS., ~ 


Currants are not 8 ge nt as they de- 
serve to be.i They can be raised at less expense 
than almost any kind of small fruit, while 

they can be used fora greater number of 
purposes. They are excellent for pies, tarts 
and sauce while green, and as table fruit when 
ripe they have few superiors. They remain 

onthe bushavery long time,and are not 
likely to fall offeven when quite ripe. By 
common consent they make the finest jellies 
that can be produced, while a very good sub- 

stitute for grape wine may be made from 

them. It isvery easy to obtaina supply of 
currant bushes orof sprouts from which 

bushes can be grown. The best cuttings are 

obtained from wood grown the same vear or 

the year previous to thatin which they are 

taken. They should be about six inches long 

and rooted by placing them perpendicularly 

in the ground so that only about two buds 

are aboveit. They should standin rows five 

or sixinches apart, the rows being at least 

a foot apart. The soil occupied by the 

nursery rows should be quite rich and be 
kept free from weeds and grass. The young 
bushes can be transplanted to the rows 
where they are to stand permanently at the 

end of one ortwoyears. Itis best to cutand 

plant cutting and to transplant bushes in the 

fall just after the leaves have fallen fromthe 
stalks. Ifset atthis time roots will makea 
good crowth before the ground freezes. The 
rows of bushes should be about five feet 
apart, butthe bushes maybe within three 
feet of each otherin the row. The culture 
consists in keeping the soilfreefrom grass 
and weeds andin the libearl application of 
manure. The currant is a very eross feeder, 
and toinsure vigorous bushes and a large 
yield of choice fruit much manure must be 
applied. It is wellto apply stable-manure 
inthe form ofa mulch in the fall, and to 
work it into the soil inthe spring. Urine 
from the the chamber or stable is an exce!l- 
dent fertilizer for currants. [tis not best to 
runaplow or cultivator Letween rows of 
currant bushes, as either of them is likely to 
damage the roots. As the bushes become old 
indlarge it is bestto remove some of the 
oldest wood every year. Currant vushes 
-hould not stand on ground shaded by trees 
or fences. 

SELECTING SEED CORN. 

Our great nationai crop is Indian corn, and 
anytbing that will improve that crop is of vast 
importance. Much mav be done to improve 
the quality and increase the yield by the 
thorough and systematic selection of the 
seed to be planted. It is not enough to 
plant plump grains, separated from the 
smaller ones by means ofasieve. The work 
of selection should be begun while the plants 
are yet growing, and choosing those stalks 
that are of vigorous growth and the size an: 
shape to furnish the best quality of fodder, 
They should be well eared—by this is not un- 
derstood that the largerthe number of ears 
found the better it is; also early enough to 
complete growth before frosts come, etc. The 
ears should be well formed, small at the butt, 
that they may. be broken off with ease in 
nusking. The husks should be soft and loose 
when ripe, and the cob covered with grain to 
the very tip, or, as it is termed, **well tilled 
out.” Tbhestalks that are tofurnishthe seed 
for next vear’s planting should have abundant 
-pace and the best chance forthe most per- 
fect growth, Anything that will increase the 
Vitality, that is, the life of the grala, will be 
f-lt inthe coming crop.

Potatoes should be harvested as soon as 
they are ripe; otherwise the tubers may start 
into a new growth. They are much more apt 
to be affected by the “rot’”’ if left long enough 
inthe soil. If this ‘‘disease,” which isa 
fungus growth, makes it appearance, the 
vines should all be burned as soon asthe 
potatoes are dug, asthe spores are thus de- 
stroyed in vast quantities. 


Where other work will permit, it is best to 
low the land for hia soon after the 
aying and harvesting is over. This 

avoids the drouth-dried soil that is frequent- 
ly found latter in the season, besides turning 
under the weeds before they have time to 
ripen their seeds. Thorough use of the cul- 
tivator will prepare the early-plowed land 
for seed when sowing time comes. 


Those who desire a good growth of green 
fodder for early spring soiling should not 
failto sowa field ofrye during the last of 
August or earlyin September. The soil, if 
not naturally rich, must be made go by an 
application of barnyard manure, or an 
equivalent in some good fertilizer, afterwards 
plowed and made fine with the harrow. Such 
a crop, after being cut next spring, will grow 
up again and give three or more cuttings 
through the season. 


A number of crops may be grown for fall 
fodder. Whiteturnips may be sown this 
month, and on good soil, with proper care, 
600 to 800 bushels of this excellent seed may 
be obtained per acre. These roots need to be 
fed out rapidly, butifcarefully stored will 
last until January. Millet, if sown early this 
month.on rich soil, will make an excellent 
feed for late fall; and rye, sowed now, will, if 
not needed for pasture, produce a fine growth 
for the spring soiling of the farm stock. 


The preparation ofthe soil forryeis the 
same asfor wheat, though it wili do well 
on a poorer soilthan wheat. A soil that is 
rich enough for a good crop of rye can be 
made, in many cases, to produce amore 
paying crop by adding a dressing of 300 
pounds of any good fertilizer, and sowing it 
towbeat. The value ofrye strawin some 
localities may make the rye crop, grain and 
straw together, more profitable than evena 
good crop of wheat. This isthe case near 
cities, where straw brings a high price. 


Budding is nowin season. In the North- 
ern States, cherries, plums and pears will be 
continued, while laterin the month will be 
the usual time for budding peaches. There 
is no mystery about the process, and any boy 
who can handle a knife can successfully graft 
and bud. A sharp knife with a thin blade, 
and the inner bark ofthe basswood in thin 
strips for tying the buds in place, are all that 
is needed.

The Source of the Mississippi. 
From the Minneapolis Evening Journal. 


Captain Willard Glazier, the soldier-author 
and lecturer, and his party left Brainerd en 
route to Itaska Lake, by wagon, on Tuesday 
morning, the 5th inst., and reached the U. S. 
Indian Agency on Thursday evening, the 14th 
inst. From a letter brought to Brainard bya 
Chippewa Indian, who goes down and back 
once a week, we are pleased to find that the 
Captain and his companions are all well, 
after enduring asevere jolting up by their 
seventy-five miles’ ride over a rough road. 
The Captain hada fall from his hammock, 
bruising bis shoulder badly, butin other re- 
spects 1s all right and as full of esprit us ever. 
Accompanied by Indian guides, they left 
Leech Lake on the 16th inst. in their canoes for 
Itaska Lake,the supposed source of the father 
of waters, and learned, from what they al- 
lege to be reliable sources, including the vet- 
eran Government interpreter, Paul Beaulieu, 
that considerable doubt exists in the minds 
of intelligent hunters and explorers who have 
visited the head waters ofthe Mississippi as 
to Itaska Lake really being the source. A 
few miles below Lake Itaska the Mississippi 
united with a stream narrower than itself 
but deeper, and which itis claimed contrib- 
utes more Water to the Mississippi than the 
stream from the Itaska. The lake from 
which this stream obtains its water is not 
down on any map heretofore made, nor 1s the 
stream itself. Capt. Glazier, with the en- 
terprise and zealeof atrue explorer, has de- 
termined to settle this matter, and will ex- 
plore ali the region about Itaska. He will 
make a survey of the new found stream and 
lake, andis prepared with all instruments 
necessary for ascertaining the width, depth 
and velocity of both streams. Should it 
prove that Itaska Lake is not the source, the 
discovery will reflect some credit upon Capt. 
Glazier and completely overturn the accept- 
ed theory of the orfin of the great river. 
We may add that on his way down the river 
to the Gulf of Mexico the Captain will stop 
off at Minneapolis and deliver his lecture on 
the Progress of the Mississippi, dwelling on 
the romantic and adventurous lives of De 
Soto, La Salle, Marquette, Hennepin, Joliet 
and other renowned Spaniards and French- 
men who discovered and first navigated the 
mighty river.

A Cecade ago Car] Scherz, smartinz per- 
haps a Kittle under the failure of gthe 
legislature to return himto the 
United States Senate, applied the epi- 
thet of the “robber State’? to Missouri. It 
was just after one of those dashing raids by 
train and bank pluaderers,butthe record then 
was comparatively ashortone. Now it has 
lengthened until thereare twenty red letter 
dates on the calendar of the Missouri bandits 
and the scenes of their exploits are located ia 
a dozen different States.

From each of these places there leads a 
bold trail made by reckless, dashing free- 
booters who attempted no concealment. The 
trail grows less and less marked as it leaves 
the scene of rapine, sometimes blood as weil, 
and fades away entirely in the western coun- 
ties of Missouri.

tiled alone excepted,there goes with the band 
a bag of booty, alway cash, the amount rang- 
ing from $5,000 to $50,000. 
THE TACTICS 
on these raids have been the same from Rus- 
se'lville to Winston. Four and ten rough- 
looking fellows come and go like the wind. 
Indeed theirs is the cyclone of crime. There 
is popping of pistol shots, a 
confusion of yells and the 
coarsest of oaths to intimidate by half of 
the party, five minutes’ desperate nervous 
word by two or three savage leaders, warn- 
ings not to follow, a finale of wild yells and 
the rush of hoofs of hard-ridden horses 
growing fainter in the distance, and the ban- 
aits are off, lost to sight but to memory 
dear. 
A COSTLY RACKET. 

The express companies have always been 
chary about giving definite information re- 
speciing their Josses, but the aggregate of the 
amount of plunder,taking the estimates 
made at the time of each raid, gives but little 
short of a quarter of amillion of dollars. 
The amount recovered by the occasional 
eapture of amember of the gang has been 
jess than $10,000. The sum spent by the suf- 
fering corporations and by authorities of 
different States in the pursuits and still hunts 
bas been very great. 

From the outset of their career these rob- 
bers have proved themselves more thana 
match for the best detective talent of the 
country. Now and then one has died with 
his boots on or been picked up after the ac- 
cumulation of circumstantial evidence, but 
the war of extermination waged for a dozen 
years seems almost farcical after the exploit 
of three weeks ago at Winston. 

THE STIGMA 
which Missouri has borne by reason of these 
outrages basbeen no light one. The train 
robbers have a national reputation, and the 
country at large holds the State responsible 
for their existence and continued success. It 
is the general belief that thev are harbored 
and protected in the western counties. 
Probably there was some ground for this in 
earier years, following upon the war. The 
outlaws had friends who belived that they 
were being hounded by reason of acts of 
deviltry during the war and were 
the objects of unjust pursuit. For this con- 
dition of affairs the authorities and the de- 
tectives were to blame in part. The cry from 
thestart Which wus raised after every rail 
was “the Jameses and the Youngers.’’ 
Oftentimes one or more of the members of 
these two brotherhoods were able to sustain 
complete alibis, and the result was the mysti- 
fication of the authorities and the feeling 
among {friends that they had been accused 
wrongfully. After the Gallatin bank 
rot bery and the killing of the 
cashier, Jobn Ww. Sheets, when 
the trail ied into Clay county almost to 
the home of the James boys,the latter proved 
by numerous affidavits that they were else- 
where than at Gallatin to the satisfaction of 
that stern old believer in the maintenance of 
law and order, Gov. McClurg. 
THE GENIUS OF THE,GANG. 

It took the detectives ten yehrs to learn the 
character of the crime and the genius of the 
gang they were dealing with. Whenever one 
of these raids was made they counted 
in the Youngers and the Jameses 
as far as they would gO to 
make up the quota of robbers. 
The truth probably is that upon but one oc- 
cxsion were both Frank and Jesse James and 
the three Youngers engaged all together ina 
raid, and the exception was the attack on the 
bank at Northfield, Minn. One, two or three 
of these ex-cuerrillas could always recruit 
from the desperate classes a party ready to 
follow them. They picked their men with 
tolerable care, but often took in those with 
whom they had little previous acquaint- 
ance. Some of the minor participants in 
tbese affairs only knew by suspicion or infer- 
ence that their leaders were from these 
famous outlaws. The gang recruited, the 
members were carefully drilled each in his 
part, and the descent was made. A rapid ride 
was followed bya brief halt to divide the 
plunder, and then the leaders dismissed 
their followers summarily and went their 
ways. In each robbery the _ details 
were carefully planned beforehand. The 
route of the retreat was made out and no 
departure made from the programme from 
first to last. 

It was a long time before the detectives 
learned that these leaders had 

DOUBLE LIVES, 
To but a limited circle of near relatives and 
friends have thev revealed themselves in 
their true identities for many years, but 
under assumed names and in the 
guise of stock-dealers they have 
traveled about the country with- 
out molestation, visiting St. Louis and 
Chicago and talking unreservedly of them- 
selves, but always in the third person. In all

THE GUMPERTS’ GRIEVANCES. 


Max Relatee His Matrimonial Ex- 
perience in a Divorce Petition.

FOOD FOR THE FLAMES. 


A Number of Stables Burned in North 
St. Louis. 


This morning at 4 o’clock a fire began in 
the vicinity of Twelfth and North Market 
streets, and for atime it appeared‘as though 
the entire block in which the fire originated 
would be consuméd. The fire had made 


good headway before the fire-engines arrived 
at the scene, from the fact thatit was fully 
twenty minutes before an alarm could be sent 
out over the wires. Alarms were turned on 
from the box at the corner of Eleventh and 
Iixcbange streets, Fourteenth and North 
Market streets, Eleventh and Benton streets, 
and Officer O'Neil finally got an alarm sent 
from the box at Fourteenth and North 
Market streets. The direction of the 
wind was the only cause of  »pre- 
venting a disastrous conflagration. The 
fire was first discovered by Officer fHam- 
ilton Crump at 3:40 o’clock,and it was fiifteen 
minutes later before the fire bells sounded. 
The flames originated in a frame stable own- 
ed by Mary Murry, at 1210 North Market 
street, Which was entirely consumed; loss, 
$160, noinsurance. ‘Tbe flames then com- 
municatedtothe frame stable in the rear of 
12°8 North Market street, which was owned 
by M. J. Murry. That stable was also burnt 


to the ground, on which the lozs was $300; no +} 


insurance. The frame stable in rear of 
12:08 North Market street, owned by F. H. 
Wellmeyer, was also destroyed; loss $100, no 
insurance. The next structure to fall a vic- 
tim to the flames’ feasti was the frame 
stable of Dennis Gunn, in the 
rear of 1216 North Market street, 
which was totally consumed. together with 
three wagons valued at $600 and owned by 
Meyers & Bro. The loss on the building was 
$1,000, covered by insurance inthe St. Louis 
Mutual. The next place the flames tackled 
was two more frame stables at the above num- 
ber, owned by Dennis Gunn. Loss $500; in- 
sured in the Mound City for $1,000. The next 
inthe line of the flames was the frame sta- 
bles of Wm. Ponfrace and Mary Berry, in the 
rear of 1215 and 1215 Monroe street. The 
former was damaged to the amount of $200 
and the latter $50. No insurance on either of 
the stables. 

The frame shed in the rear of 1219 Monroe 
street, owned by August Roch. was damaged 
$100; no insurance. The frame stables in the 
rear of 1211 Monroe street, owned bv August 
Damschroeder, was also damaged $100; no 
insurance. 

WHERE’S HILGENDORF? 

The following is the police report of the 
difficulty they experienced in turning on the 
alarm this morning; ‘‘About § 3:40 oclock 
this morning a jfire broke outin the frame 
stable of Mary Murry, in the rear of No. 1210 
North Market street, but before the arrival 
of the Fire Department the flames spread to 
other stables on both sides of the alley. 
It was 4 a. m. before the 
engines arrived. Officer Crump gave 
three alarms from the box on Eleventh and 

ixchange streets,and]jreceived no answer. Of- 
ticer Foster gave an alarm from box at Elev- 
enth and Benton streets, no answer, snd Of- 
ficer O’ Neil gave four alarms from box 371, 
Fourteenth and North Market streets, before 
he was answered, at 3:55 a. m.”
